20th-CENTURY MUSIC 


Strong Israeli Group 
at Conference 


Peter Gradenwitz, known _ inter- 
nationally as a musicologist and in 
Israel also for his radio programmes, 
was one of a strong contingent of 
Israeli musicians attending the Inter- 
national Conference on Twentieth- 
Century Music, which ended at Rome 
last week. The others present were 
Joseph Tal, composer: Bernd ee 
composer: Garry Bertini, conducto 
(at present working in Paris); 
Menashe Ravina. critic: and Frank 
Peileg, pianist and harpsichordist. 

Mr. Pelleg gave a vigorous and 
successful performance of Alan Raws- 
thorne’s Piano Concerto No. 1. Mr. 
Berge! was one of twelve composers 
invited to compete with new works 
for prizes, but his entry was not suc- 
cessful. The strength of the Israel 
group may be compared with the 
representation of Sweden and Turkey 
(two musicians each), and of Norway 
(none at all). 


Bad-mannered Audience 


Among other musicians present was 
Aaron Copland, whose piano quartet was 
performed (arousing some hisses from 
the notoriously bad-mannered and con- 
servative Rome audiences), and who sat 
on the international, jury adjudging the 
competition. Darius Milhaud conducted 
a concert, including his own Fifth Sym- 
phony; at another concert was heard a 
solid and interesting orchestral work by 


Honegger. ihe ‘Mouvement Sym- 
phonique No. > a long-delayed suc~ 


cessor to. his chestral impressions 
enintled Pacific and “ Rugby.’ 

British representatives present included 
the pianists Kyla Greenbaum and 
Natasha Litvin (with her husband 
Siephen Spender), and the critics Arthur 
Jacobs and Edward Lockspeiser. Schoen- 
berg was honoured as one of the fathers 
of modern music: two of his piano 
works were played, and his influence was 
found to be widespread in the music 
offered by young composers of France, 
lialy, and Germany. 

Ihe conference was sponsored chiefly 
by the Congress for Cultural Freedom, 
an international anti-Communist organ- 
sation backed by an American tndus- 
trialist. Mr. Juhus Fk schmann, The

BRITISH REQUEST 
TO ISRAELIS 


Local Talks With Jordan 


By a Diplomatic Correspondent 


In an effort to prevent the Israeli- 
Jordan border situation from getting 
out of hand, the British Foreign Office, 
it is learned, has instructed Sir Francis 
Evans, the British Ambassador in Tel 
Aviv, to ask the Israeli Government to 
return to the local commanders’ agree- 
ment, which provides for regular con- 
sultations between senior Jordan and 
Israeli officers along the frontier on 
methods of preventing infiltration and 
border incidents. 

Reports that Britain has asked Israel 
to return to the Jordan-Israel Mixed 
Armistice Commission have been 
denied in authoritative quarters in 
London. 

While continuing to express opposition 
to direct talks with Israel to ease the 
border tension, Jordan, it is understood, 
has again asked Britain to restate its 
attitude in connection with the Anglo- 
Jordan Treat¥ of 1948. It will be remem- 
bered that the Amman authorities last 
year unsuccessfully invoked the Treaty- in 
the hope of securing British aid in patrol- 
ling the frontier region. It is not unlikely 
that Jordan is again hoping for British 
support, but the view of the Foreign 
Office is that both parties should make 
efforts to improve the border situation 
by direct official contact. 

Britain’s attitude was clearly expressed 
in Parliament recently, when Mr. Eden 
made it clear that British commitments 
under the Treaty required no action by 
the Government at present. Under 
Article 4 of the agreement Britain was 
obliged, as a matter of collective defence, 
to go immediately to the aid of Jordan 
should that country become engaged in 
war. But this obligation. the Foreign 
Secretary then emphasised. was subject 
io the duty of the parties to seck peace- 
ful settlement of their disputes, and to 
Britain's obhgations under the Charter 
of the United Nations. 

Mr. Elath, the Israeli Ambassador in 
London, called at the Foreign Office on 
Wednesday to discuss matters betore the 
Security Council.

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TRAINING TEACHERS 


ONCE again the community, as represented 
by the London Board of Jewish Religious 
Education, stirs uneasily over the Hebrew 
and religious training of its children. — This 
time it has been considering the vexed prob- 
lem of the provision of adequate teaching 
forces, and the report of the Board meeting 
printed in our issue of April 2 has led in the 
succeeding weeks to some interesting corre- 
spondence. TIhere are, it is believed, about 
600 teachers serving the community, yet it is 
no secret that there is much discontent in the 
synagogue classes and Talmud Torahs over 
the difficulties in securing the right type of 
teacher. [here is a stream of teachers coming 
and going, so that consistent teachimg at the 
right level is rarely obtained. The community, 
until the last decade or so, was able to live 
On its assets in the form chiefly of teachers 
with scholarship coming from centres of 
learning abroad. There were also a number 
of men and women trained in the colleges 
of this country, employed im local authority 
schools, who possessed an excellent Jewish 
background and who were thus able to rende: 
inestimable service in the synagogue classes 
It has proved virtually impossible to fill the 
void created by the disappearance tor various 
reasons of these clements.

That the 
Faculty has so tar tailed-in its PUPrpPOse IS clear 
the London Board's appointment of a 
committee to investigate the problem afresh. 
It cannot be said that the findings of the Com- 
mittee shed any new light. They merely 
restate. the problem, with the exception that 
the status of the Faculty in the new Jews Col- 
lege, when it is. built, must obviously be a 
matter.for high-level discussion.

n the meantime, Jewish education authori- 
ties continue to improvise in order to attract 
teachers, including the recruitment of teen- 
agers from grammar schools who have some 
qualifications. That the community ts not 
satisfied to leave it there 1s clear from the argu- 
ments that are advanced for the improve- 
ment both in’ numbers and quality of 
teachers More adequate salanmes as an 


incentive 1s one suggestion. Another sug- 
gestion is the multi-purpose communal 


officer, combining the duties of. teacher, 
adult educator, and youth leader, making the 
hire worthy of the labourer. These are valid 
points, which no doubt will be. carefully 
studied. Much more important ts the revival 
of the proposal to build a Jewish Teachers’ 
Training College on its own ground, inde- 
pendent of Jews’ College. It is even argued 
further that the “ideal” 1s a denominational 
training college, where, presumably, the 
students will also receive their secular 
training 


It seems that those who argue that one 
kind of college or another will attract 
Students are in danger of putting the cart 
before the horse. It is the demand for 
education which will forge the instrument to 
2a Even if there were such a demand 
Beeeeiiticult.to see why Jews’ College, when 

housed and sited, should prove less 


worthy than an independent college. The 
modern trend is to bring about the closest 
association between teacher-training and the 
university. Indeed, the qualified teacher 
possessing a university degree has the 
immediate advantage of a higher salary. 
This advantage Jews’ College, other con- 
siderations apart, is able to give its students. 


There is no easy solution. Even in the 
wider, general community there is a shortage 
of many thousands of teachers. In the 
Jewish community the children largely 
receive instruction for a few hours a week, 
so that, after making allowance for all the 
palliatives suggested, Jewish teaching is still 
a part-time occupation, holding out little or 
no incentive to youth to make it a career. 
One ray of light comes from the Jewish 
day schools developing in different parts of 
the country. This, in the fullness of time, 
will provide scope for a considerable body 
of full-time Jewish teachers, trained to give 
secular as well as religious instruction. These 
teachers will have the additional advantage 
of being able substantially to augment their 
ordinary salaries by teaching in synagogue 
classes and Talmud Torahs, which must 
remain for a long time an important line of 
Jewish education. To realise this as the 
goal of Jewish education calls for a revolu- 
tion in the outlook of the community and its 
educators. All should acknowledge that 
Jewish education is indivisible and that all 
the parts must combine to foster one another 
and to preserve the religious heritage of 
our people.

Nor 1s The Wash 
intended to act as a barrier of Separation 
like the Red Sea in days of old: at this 
Passover season. On _ the contrary, our 
whole purpose is to uphold the dignity and 
status of each and every part of the Anglo- 
Jewish community, and thereby to increase 
the feeling of fellowship between all Jewish 
citizens throughout the United Kingdom. 
In this respect THr JEWISH CHRONICLE is 
endeavouring to give present-day expression 
to traditions which it. has. constantly 
maintained. 


It is noteworthy that the imprint of the 
first issue of this paper (dated November 12, 
1841) contained the names of several agents 
not only in the Metropolis but also in 
Manchester, Liverpool, Birmingham, Chel- 
tenham, and Bristol, with the yet more 
comprehensive information, “and may be 
had of all the principal booksellers in the 
United Kingdom.” In fact, the Provincial 
news of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE has itself 
reflected the geographical changes and trans- 
formations of British Jewry. A _ century 
ago space was given to the activities of 
little congregations scattered in_ small 
trading centres up and down the country— 
such as Canterbury, Cheltenham, Exeter, 
Falmouth, Penzance, Ipswich, Sheerness, 
and so on. Most of these congregations 
gradually disappeared, . while new and 
flourishing communities were established by 
immigrants in the manufacturing centres of 
the North of England and the Midlands. 
It is interesting to see, too, that just half a 


century ago, in 1904, a “Special Local 
Supplement” began to be issued with the 
Manchester copies of this paper. During 
the last war and the post-war years the 
rationing of newsprint has unfortunately 
prevented us from giving as full and com- 
plete Provincial news as we should have 
wished, especially by comparison with what 
we were able to do before the war. Although 
newsprint is still rationed, there has recently 
been rather more freedom in its supply and 
utilisation. We are therefore seizing this 
opportunity in order to expand a feature of 
this paper which we think is_ specially 
appreciated by our readers in every part of 
the country. | 


WELFARE WORK 

One of the oldest and most cherished 
philanthropic organisations of Anglo-Jewry 
is the Jewish Orphanage at West Norwood. 
For over a century and a half it has carried 
forward its fine traditions, but it has never 
hesitated to move with the needs and con- 
ditions of the times. For nearly thirty years 
it has derived fresh strength from the 
aetivities of the Joint Advisory Committee 
of its Orphan Aid Societies. At this Com- 
mittee’s annual meeting, of which a report 
will be found on another page, a woman 
Vice-President was elected for the first time. 
Mrs. Kate Monk follows in a _ splendid 
succession of social workers for this cause. 
During the past three years alone, nearly 
£100,000 has been raised by the Ard 
Societies, which continue to expand and 
increase both in London and the Provinces. 
It is evident,. however, that the needs of 
the Orphanage demand a_ still further 
development of this. work. The Welfare 
Scheme sponsored by the supporters of the 
Aid Societies 1s of particular importance. 
At last week’s meeting of the Jewish Board 
of Guardians (reported on page 9) reference 
was made to the happy liaison which obtains 
between the Board and the Orphanage in 
various aspects of welfare work of mutual 
concern. In particular, joint consultations 
are taking place with regard to the future 
of the Gerald Samuel and Denzil Myer 
Home for Boys at Chiswick. This is but 
one example of how the Board—like the 
Orphanage—1is constantly called upon to 
adapt its welfare work to changing condi- 
tions. Even more momentous, as indicative 
of the changing Jewish scene, ts the Board's 
decision to acquire a site in the West Central 
area for the erection of new headquarters. 


IN RUMANIA 

THERE are more Jews among the latest 
victims of so-called Communist justice im 
Rumania. In addition to about 100 Zionists 
and prominent social workers who have 
been tried and sentenced to various terms 
of imprisonment in the last few months, a 
military tribunal in Bucharest this week 
passed heavy sentences on five Jews, all 
members of the Communist Party. 
them, REMUS KOPFLER, was sentenced to 
death and executed, together with the 
former Communist leader and Minister -of 
Justice, PATRASCANU. All were charged, 
along familiar Communist lines, with anti- 
State activities and of being agents of 
Imperialist countries, and were tried by 
a secret court. For the Jewish Com- 
munists in Rumania, who are trying to serve 
their masters to the abandonment of every 
link with their own people, this trial may 
have come, if not as an awakening, at least 
as a shock. For nowhere in the satellite 
countries have the Jewish Communists been 
so ruthless in oppressing the non-Communist 
sections of the Jewish community—the 
second largest outside the U.S.S.R.—as in 
Rumania. It was no accident that the 
Yiddish language was so forcibly reformed 
in Rumania that it has now been deprived 
of all its Hebrew words (as was also done in 
the Soviet Union), with the fatal result that 
Yiddish has practically disappeared as a 
written language. The hostility of Rumanian 
Jewish Communists to Zionism and Israel 
too, is more brutal and vicious. So anxious 
are they to imitate their non-Jewish com- 
rades that in everything they do, and particu- 
larly in persecuting the non-Communist 
Jews, they exert the zealousness of the 
convert to an extreme degree and are apt 
to employ the streak of barbarism for which 
the Rumanians themselves have always been 
notorious in their treatment of the Jewish 
minority. Their conversion does not save 
them—and if they are destroyed by their 
own extremism they have not even the 
consolation of Knowing that the public on 
either side will mourn them.

Jerusalem Journey: Pilgrimage to

Many are the books on life and 
travel in the Holy Land that one has 
read. but none of those published, at 
any rate during the present century, 
‘¢ more interesting, more fascinating, 
more entrancing than Miss Prescott’s 
hook.

from the first page to the last. Miss 
Prescott brings Fabri and the people 
he met to life again.

HE Magnes Press of — the

salem published last May an 
edition of the Massoretic text of the 
Bible prepared by the late Professor 
Umberto Cassuto and seen through 
the press by his brother-in-law and 
collaborator, Professor Ek. S. Artom 
This much-heralded publication has 
aroused a great deal of discus- 
sion and criticism—eloquent testi- 
mony to the fact that the 
Bible still occupies the centre ol 
Jewish iife. 

[he dominant note of popular and 
scholarly reaction to this edition of 
the Bible has been a feeling of great 
disappointment that the expectations 
which the public had been led to 
entertain have not been fulfilled. The 
edition is indeed unsatisfactory in cer- 
tain respects, its shortcomings being 
the result of a combination of mis- 
fortune. technical. difficulties, and, 
above all, of wishful thinking. 

It is perhaps not. generally realised 
that we do not possess an authorita- 
tive standard text of the Massoretic 
Bible. Manuscripts and prints differ 
from each other in orthography (con- 
sonants and .vowels), accents (particu- 
lariv the metheg), and division of 
paragraphs and sections. The main 
cause of these discrepancies 1s the 
circumstance that the Massoretic 
tradition itself is far from uniform. 


THE JERUSALEM BIBLE. 


By Dr. J. L. TEICHER 


There is, first, the broad. division 
hetween the Babylonian (eastern) and 
the Palestinian (western) version. oi 
the Biblical text, and within the Pales 
tinian tradition itself.we have further 
the division between the Massorites 
themselves, Ben Asher and Ben 
iT! 


it is true that the Ben Asher text is. 


regarded as authoritative : but the fact 
remains that no extant manuscript or 
print of the Hebrew Bible exhibits its 
text in its pure form; all sources 
represent to a larger or smaller degree 
a mixture of Ben Asher and other 
readings. In the twelfth century 
Maimonides still had at his disposal 
in Old Cairo a Biblical text corrected 
by Ben Asher himself, which had pre- 
viously been kept in a Jerusalem syna- 
gogue and served as the model for the 
correction of the text of the Bible. 
But unfortunately this text has been 
lost. and with it an inestimable source 
for the study of Hebrew grammar and 
pronunciation as well as for the 
history of the Massoretic text. 

In the ‘20s of this century the 


hope of recovering the authentic, or 


at least the pure, Ben Asher texts was 
revived by Professor Paul Kahle, who 
contended that a group of still extant 
Biblical manuscripts, well known to 
scholars before him, in fact contains 


such texts [hese manuscripts are 
leningrad B19 entire Bible). the 
Aleppo Codex wc entire Bible), thi 
ano ode (early and | atc! 
Prophets). and the ‘British Museum 
()r 4445. (a fragment of the Penta 
feuch) Professor Kahle’s arguments 
carried the day. and Professor Kittel. 
the editor of the German scholarly 
standard edition of the Bible. the 
Biblia Hebraica, was persuaded to 
substitute a pure Ben Asher text. in 
the third edition of his work, for the 
current text of the Bible: In the course 
of ten years the substitution was per- 
formed and in 1937 the edition of 
the Biblia Hebraica (now known under 
the name of Kittel-Kahle) was com- 
pleted and with it the = almost 
undisputed dogma established that 
a pure Ben Asher text of the Bible 
is faithfully reproduced in this 
edition. 

The third edition of the Biblia 
Hebraica is based on the Leningrad 
manuscript : the Aleppo Codex could 
not be used, for reasons with which 
the editors were not concerned, and 
the Cairo Codex was used only 
occasionally.. The idea of a new 
edition of the pure Ben Asher text. 
based this time on all the manuscripts. 
appeared very attractive to Professor 

assuto, who seems to have adhered 


at first to the dogma of the Ben Asher 
lexts, and he began work on it 

But there can be no dogmas in 
schol irship \ re-eXamination of 
Professor Kahle’s arguments to prove 
ihe authenticity of the Ben Asher 
manuscripts, pubinshed in the Journal! 
of Jewish Studies.in 1950.. has shown 
that the opinion of older scholars who 
denied it, which Professor Kahle 
brushed aside, was — correct [he 
evidence of the text contained in these 
manuscripts is equally devastating 
Ihe Leningrad manuscript represents 
a mixed, not a pure Ben Asher text 
it has readings that are typically Ben 
Naftali and others that are contrary 
to Ben Asher’s rule ; it has errors. and 
its sysicm of placing the methee is so 
haphazard that the editors of the 
Biblia Hebraica felt compelled to 
change it, with the result that the first 
two-thirds of this edition represent a 


text emended by the editors, not. as 


they claim, “the best representative 
of the Ben Asher text that was avail- 
able to them.” The claim that the 
Leningrad manuscript offers 
correct Ben Asher text is in these 
circumstances cleanly an instance of 
wishful thinking. Ihe text of the 
Cairo Codex again exhibits Ben 
Naftali readings: it trangresses Ben 
Asher’s rules, and its system of placing 
the methee, while totally different 
from the Leningrad manuscript. is 
equally haphazard. It could not have

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TRAINING TEACHERS 


ONCE again the community, as represented 
by the London Board of Jewish Religious 
Education, stirs uneasily over the Hebrew 
and religious training of its children. This 
time it has been considering the vexed prob- 
lem of the provision of adequate teaching 
forces, and the report of the Board meeting 
printed in our issue of April 2 has led in the 
succeeding weeks to some interesting corre- 
spondence. There are, it is believed, about 
600 teachers serving the community, yet it is 
no secret that there is much discontent in the 
synagogue classes and Talmud Torahs over 
the difficulties in securing the right type of 
teacher. [here is a stream of teachers coming 
and going, so that consistent teaching at the 
right level is rarely obtained. The community, 
until the last decade or so, was able to live 
On its assets in the form chiefly of teachers 
with scholarship -coming from centres of 
learning abroad. There were also a number 
of men and women trained in the colleges 
of this country, employed in local authority 
schools, who possessed an excellent Jewish 
background and whd were thus able to render 
inestimable service in the synagogue Classes. 
It has proved virtually impossible to fill the 
void created by the disappearance tor Various 
reasons of these ciements. 

lhe question came to a head some Six years 
ago with the proposal of the Central Council 
for Jewish Education to raise a fund of 
£ 100.000 in orde! to bu

The Faculty is housed 
in Jews College, and enjoys the benefit of its 
lecturers it awards bursaries that are said 
he lar trom mean: COStS are shared 
between the Board and the (¢ ollege and 
amount to under £1,500 per annum. That the 
Faculty has so far tailed in its purpose 1s cleat 
from the London Board's appointment of a 
comnitice to investigate the problem afresh. 
lt cannot be said that the findings of the Com- 
mittee shed any new light. They merely 
restate the. problem, with the exception that 
the status of the Faculty in the new Jews Col- 
lege. when if 1s built. must obviously be |

In the meantime, Jewish education authort- 
ties continue to improvise in order to attract 
teachers, including the recruitment of teen- 
agers from grammar schools who have some 
gualifications. That the community ts not 
satistied to leave it there 1s clear trom the argu- 
ments that are advanced for the improve- 
ment both in numbers and quality of 
teachers More adequate salaries as an 
incentive is one suggestion. Another sug- 
gestion is the multi-purpose communal 
officer, combining the duties of teacher, 
adult educator, and youth leader, making the 
hire worthy of the labourer. These are valid 
points, which no doubt will be carefully 
studied. Much more important is the revival 
of the proposal to build a Jewish Teachers’ 
Training College on its own ground, inde- 
pendent of Jews’ CAllege. It is even argued 
further that the “ ideal” 1s a denominational 
training college, where, presumably, the 
students will also. receive their secular 
training 


It seems that those who argue that one 
kind of college or another will attract 
students are in danger of putting the cart 
before the horse Ite is the demand for 
education which will forge the instrument to 
give it. Even if there were such a demand 
it is difficult to see why Jews’ College, when 
better housed and sited, should prove less 


worthy than an independent college. The 
modern trend is to bring about the closest 
association between teacher-training and the 
university. Indeed, the qualified teacher 
possessing a university degree the 
immediate advantage of a higher salary. 
This advantage Jews’ College, other con- 
siderations apart, is able to give its students. 


There is no easy solution. Even in the 
wider, general community there is a shortage 
of many thousands of teachers. In the 
Jewish community the children largely 
receive instruction for a few hours a week, 
so that, after making allowance for all the 
palliatives suggested, Jewish teaching is still 
a part-time occupation, holding out little or 
no incentive to youth to make it a career. 
One ray of light comes from the Jewish 
day schools developing in different parts of 
the country. This, in the fullness of time, 
will provide scope for a considerable body 
of full-time Jewish teachers, trained to give 
secular as well as religious instruction. These 
teachers will have the additional advantage 
of being able substantially to augment their 
ordinary salaries by teaching in synagogue 
classes and Talmud Torahs, which must 
remain for a long time an important line of 
Jewish education. To realise this as the 
goal of Jewish education calls for a revolu- 
tion in the outlook of the community and its 
educators. All should acknowledge that 
Jewish education is indivisible and that all 
the parts must combine to foster one another 
and to preserve the: religious heritage of 
people. 


NORTHERN EDITION 
4 
WITH this issue of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 
we begin the publication, additional to the 
London Edition, of special Northern 
Edition, covering the North of England, 
Scotland, and Northern Ireland. . This new 
edition, which is being started in response 
to numerous requests by the Jewish com- 
munities concerned, will carry a wider 
variety of news of the activities in all Jewish 
centres in the North, as well as the usual 
national and international news coverage 
and features, as at present contained in the 
London Edition. London readers and those 
in the South generally .will continue to have 
the usual pages which are at present devoted 
to Provincial news, but the section will be 
expanded for the other edition by two or 
more additional pages of news of particular 
local interest to readers in the North. For 
technical reasons of printing and distribu- 
tion, the line of demarcation has been 
drawn extending westward from The Wash, 
just’ below such towns as Nottingham, 
Derby, and Stoke-on-Trent. The Northern 
Edition will thus include in its scope 
Manchester and Salford, Leeds, Liverpool, 
Edinburgh, Glasgow, Belfast, and many 
other famous communities. 


It-is, of course, very far from our inten- 
tion to dichotomise Anglo-Jewry after the 
manner of the Northern Kingdom of Israel 
and the Southern Kingdom of Judah in the 
ancient Promised Land. Nor is The Wash 
intended to act.as a barrier of separation 
like the Red Sea in days of old at this 
Passover season. On the contrary, our 
whole purpose is to uphold the dignity and 
status of each and every part of the Anglo- 
Jewish community, and thereby to increase 
the feeling of fellowship between all Jewish 
citizens throughout the United Kingdom. 
In this respect THe Jewish CHRONICLE is 
endeavouring to give present-day expression 
to traditions which it has constantly 
maintained. 


It. is noteworthy that the imprint of the 
first issue of this paper (dated November 12, 
1841) contained the names of several agents 
not only in the Metropolis but also ‘in 
Manchester, Liverpool, Birmingham, Chel- 
tenham, and Bristol, with the yet more 
comprehensive information, “and may be 
had of all the principal booksellers in the 
United Kingdom.” In fact, the Provincial 
news of THe Jewish CHRONICLE has itself 
reflected the geographical changes and trans- 
formations of British Jewry. A _ century 
ago space was given to the activities of 
little congregations scattered small 
trading centres up and down the country— 
such as Canterbury, Cheltenham, Exeter, 
Falmouth, Penzance, Ipswich, Sheerness, 
and so on. Most of: these congregations 
gradually disappeared, . while new and 
flourishing communities were established by 
immigrants in the manufacturing centres of 
the North’ of England and the Midlands. 
It is interesting to see, too, that just half a 


century ago, in 1904, a “Special Local 
Supplement” began to be issued with the 
Manchester copies of this paper. During 
the last war and the post-war years the 
rationing of newsprint has unfortunately 
prevented us from giving as full and com- 
plete Provincial news as we should have 
wished, especially by comparison with what 
we were able to do before the war. Although 
newsprint is still rationed, there has recently 
been rather more freedom in its supply and 
utilisation. We are therefore seizing this 
opportunity in order to expand a feature of 
this paper which we think is_ specially 
appreciated by our readers in every part of 
the country. 


WELFARE WORK 

One of the oldest and most cherished 
philanthropic organisations of Anglo-Jewry 
is the Jewish Orphanage at West Norwood. 
For over a century and a half it has carried 
forward its fine traditions, but it has never 
hesitated to move with the needs and con- 
ditions of the times. For nearly thirty years 
it has derived fresh strength from the 
activities of the Joint Advisory Committee 
of its Orphan Aid Societies. At this Com- 
mittee’s annual meeting, of which a report 
will be found on another page, a woman 
Vice-President was elected for the first time. 
Mrs. Kate Monk follows in a splendid 
succession of social workers for this cause. 
During the past three years alone,. nearly 
£100,000 has been raised by the Ajd 
Societies, which continue to expand and 
increase both in London and the Provinces. 
It is evident, however, that the needs of 
the Orphanage demand a. still further 
development of this work. The Welfare 
Scheme sponsored by the supporters of the 
Aid Societies is of particular importance. 
At last week’s meeting of the Jewish Board 
of Guardians (reported on page 9) reference 
was made to the happy liaison which obtains 
between the Board and the Orphanage in 
various aspects of welfare work of mutual 
concern: In particular, joint consultations 
are taking place with regard to the future 
of. the Gerald Samuel and Denzil Myer 
Home for Boys at Chiswick. This is but 
one example of how the Bodard—like the 
Orphanage—is constantly called upon to 
adapt its welfare work to changing condi- 
tions. Even more momentous, as indicative 
of the changing Jewish scene, is the Board's 
decision to acquire a site in the West Central 
area for the erection of new headquarters. 


IN RUMANIA 


THERE are more Jews among the latest 
victims of so-called Communist justice in 
Rumania. In addition to about 100 Zionists 
and prominent social workers. who have 
been tried and sentenced to various terms 
of imprisonment in the last few months, a 
military tribunal in Bucharest this week 
passed heavy sentences on five Jews, all 
members of the Communist Party. One ot 
them, REMUS KOFLER, was: sentenced to 
death and executed, together with the 
former Communist leader and Minister of 
Justice, PATRASCANU. AIl were charged, 
along familiar Communist lines, with anti- 
State activities and of being agents. of 
Imperialist countries, and were tried. by 
a secret court. For the Jewish Com- 
munists in Rumania, who are trying to serve 
their masters to the abandonment of every 
link with their‘own people, this trial may 
have come, if not as an awakening, at least 
as a shock. For nowhere in the satellite 
countries have the Jewish Communists been 
so ruthless in oppressing the non-Communist 
sections of the Jewish community—the 
second largest outside the U.S.S.R.—as in 
Rumania. It was no accident that the 
Yiddish language was so forcibly reformed 
in Rumania that it has now been deprived 
of all its Hebrew words (as was also done in 
the Soviet Union), with the fatal result that 
Yiddish has practically disappeared as a 
written language. The hostility of Rumanian 
Jewish Communists to Zionism and Israel 
too, is more brutal and vicious. So anxious 
are they to imitate their non-Jewish com- 
rades that in everything they do, and particu- 
larly in persecuting the non-Communist 
Jews, they exert the zealousness of the 
convert to an extreme degree and are apt 
to employ the streak of barbarism for which 
the Rumanians themselves have always been 
notorious in their treatment of the Jewish 
minority. Their conversion does not save 
them—and if they are destroyed by their 
own extremism they have not even the 
consolation of knowing that the public on 
either side will mourn them.

Sculpture : Theme and Variations. By

This much-heralded publication has 
aroused a great deal of discus- 
sion and criticism—eloquent testi- 
mony to the. fact. that the 
Bible still occupies the centre ol

Ihe dominant note of popular and 
scholarly reaction to this edition. ol 
the Bible has been a feeling of great 
disappointment that the expectations 
which the public had been led to 
entertain have not been fulfilled. The 
edition is indeed unsatisfactory in Cer- 
tain respects, its shortcomings being 
the result of a combination of muis- 
fortune, technical . difficulties, and, 
above all, of wishful thinking. 

It is perhaps not generally realised 
that we do not possess an authorita- 
tive standard text of the Massoretic 
Bible. Manuscripts and prints differ 
from each other in orthography (con- 
sonants and vowels), accents (particu- 
larly the metheg), and division of 
paragraphs and sections. The main 
cause of these discrepancies is the 
circumstance that the Massoretic 
tradition itself is far from uniform. 


the Palestinian (western) version oj 
the Biblical text, and within the Pales 
tinian tradition itself we have further 
the division between the Massorites 
themselves, Ben Asher and = Ben 
Naftali 

It is true that the Ben Asher text ts 
regarded aS authoritative : but the fact 
remains that no extant manuscript of 
print of the Hebrew Bible exhibits its 
text in its pure form; all sources 
represent to a larger or smaller degree 
a mixture of Ben Asher and other 
readings. In the twelfth century 
Maimonides still had at his disposal 
in Old Catro a Biblical text corrected 
by Ben Asher himself, which had pre- 
viously been kept in a Jerusalem syna- 
gogue and served as the model for the 
correction of the text of the Bible. 
But unfortunately this text has been 
lost. and with it an inestimable source 
for the study of Hebrew grammar and 
pronunciation as well as for the 
history of the Massoretic text. 

In the ‘20s of this century the 


“hope of recovering the authentic, or 


at least the pure, Ben Asher texts was 
revived by Professor Paul Kahle, who 
contended that a group of sull extant 
Biblical manuscripts, well known to 
scholars before him, in fact contains 


Aleppo (Codex (the entire Bible), th 
aro ( odex (early and L.ates 
Prophets), and the British Museum 
Or. 4445 (a fragment of the Penta 
teuch).” Professor Kahle’s arguments 
irried the day. nd Professor Kittel, 
the editor of the German scholarly 
standard edition of the Bible. the 
Biblia Hebraica, was persuaded to 
substitute a pure Ben Asher text. tn 
the third edition of his work. for the 
current text of the Bible. In the course 
of ten years the substitution was per- 
formed and in 1937 the edition of 
the Biblia Hebraica (now known under 
the name of Kittel-Kahle) was com- 
pleted and with it the almost 
undisputed dogma established that 
a pure Ben Asher text of the Bible 
is. fatthfully reproduced this 
edition. 

The third edition of the Biblia 
Hebraica is based on the Leningrad 
manuscript ; the Aleppo Codex could 
not be used, for reasons with which 
the editors were not concerned, and 
the Cairo Codex was used only 
occasionally. The idea of a new 
edition of the pure Ben Asher text.

PROBLEM OF FINANCING KASHER MEALS 


Education Board’s Burden 


\ meeting convened by the Man- 
chester Shechita Board, last week. 
discussed the problem of. maintaining 
the Jewish canteen for schooichildren

Chairman of the 
Central Board, said that everybody was 
responsible for the bringing up of the 
children, of whom there were 3,500 .1n 
Manchester. The Central Board had no 
legal obligation to supply kasher meals. 
They had been serving kasher dinners for 
the past seven years. In 1953, as an 
cxample, they had served 44,699 meals, 
at a loss of £705. They. felt that a can- 
teen committee should be set up to be 
responsible for its running The Board 
had # overdraft of £12,000, primarily 
due to the running of the canteen.

Dr. Gershon Scholem’s | 
Research in Britain

Professor Gershon Scholem, Dean 
of the Institute of Jewish Studies of 
the Hebrew University in Jerusalem, 
has arrived in this country on a 
sabbatical leave in order to complete 
his research work for a new book on

in London, he told me, and the 
libraries of the great English univer- 
sities. contain much material, part 
of it still unexplored. and most of it 
in Hebrew, on the subject. 

Dr. Scholem. who is the author of 
authoritative books on Jewish mysti- 
cism, is Professor of the History of 
Jewish Mysticism at the Institute in 
Jerusalem. 

He was born in Berlin in 1897 and at 
first studied mathematics and late 
Semitic languages. After obtaining the 
doctors degree in both subiects he 
devoied himself entirely to Jewish studies. 
especially the history of Jewish mysticism, 

Iwo years after his arrival in Palestine. 
m 1923, a. Chair of History of Jewish

The basic results of his researches. 
Dr. Scholem said. were embodied in his 
principal] work, “* Major Trends in Jewish 
Mysticism [published English, in 
Jerusalem in 1941. and reprinted five 
years later in New York] He. is one 
of the chief exponents of the theory that 
Jewish mysticism<—from the time of the 
Second Temple until the rise of the 
Chassidic movement in the eighicenth 
century——was a dynamic force of great 
impact upon Jewry 

[he Institute of Jewish Studies forms 
part of the Faculty of Humanities in the 
Liniversits It has about 300 studenis 
half of them girls. There is an academic 
staff of about 25. 

Dr. ‘Scholem said that wH®h he_ first 
arrived in Palestine. Safed—which ‘had 
been in the past a centre of mysticism 
and kabala—stll contained a group of 
mekubalim (mystics). Lately. however. 
they had moved out to Jerusalem and 
Tel Aviv, which were today the chief 
seats of Jewish mysticism.

Mr. Chasanow, employed by the Navy 
for 23 years, was dismissed without

In requesting that the reasons for the 
dismissal be given and that the decision 
be reversed. Mr. Chasanow’s lawyer said 
in a letter to the authorities that five Jews 
and at least eight non-Jews were both 
residents of Greenbelt and employees of 
the Hydrographic Office. “ All five Jews 
have had security difficulties, but the 
Gentiles remain undisturbed,” the letter 
said. “In the absence of a statement of 
reasons for the adverse decision [against 
Mr. Chasanow] it may well be believed 
that the proceedings which led to that 
decision were tainted with antisemitism.” 

Charges that he had been “ associated 
for a considerable time with persons who 
were known to be Communists” were 
hied against Mr. Chasanow last vear and 
he was suspended. Mr. Chasanow denied 
that he had ever associated with Com- 
munists or Communist sympathisers. 

Ninety-seven citizens of Greenbelt. 
including the Mavor. the local rabbi. the 
police chief, a Christian clergyman, and 
a retired rear-admira!l. have offered to 
give evidence on behalf of Mr. Chasanow 

It will be recalled that when 30 Jewish 
radar technicians were suspended some 
months ago at Fort Monmouth an 
Army establishment in New Jersey. thei: 
lawyer alleged that “ antisemitism is 


partially responsible for the loss of their 
jobs.”

If France fell so casily to 
the Wehrmacht, it was largely thanks to 
Abetz’s. efficiency in undermining and 
corrupiing the country from the inside 
During the occupation he was German 
Ambassador to France, and particularly 
distinguished himself as a “ collector ’ 
of Jewish-owned art treasures.

The West German Federal Govern- 
ment has allocated 3,000,000 marks 
(about £250,000) for the liquidation of 
Foehrenwald,” the last Jewish D.P. 
camp in Western Germany. Half of 
this amount will be used to assist 
refugees wishing to emigrate and the 
balance to provide homes for D.P.s 
who want to settle in Germany. There 
are 1,300 refugees at the camp. 

At the same time the American 
Joint Distribution Committee has 
announced that a. special fund of 
$650,000 (about £232,000) has been set 
aside from the funds allocated by the 
Jewish Claims Conference to liquidate 
Jewish displaced persons camps in 
Germany. Austria, and Italy. 

About 2,000 Jéwish D.P.s are still liv- 
ing in camps They include aged and 
physically handicapped people and S0U 
children who have never lived outside a 
camp In allocating funds to the 
Focehrenwald refugees primary considera- 
tion will be given to emigration, in 
accordance with the expressed pre ferenc 
of the camp population. Only persons 
unable to emigrate will be tmicgrated 
into the German communities 

Emigrants will receive a cash grant for 
immediate expenses, Iree passage wh 
necessary, and funds upon their arrival 
in South America to assist them to estab- 
lish themselves. Those. staying in Ge! 
many will be given funds for furniture 
ind other houschold gdods Accommo 
dation will -be provided from the grant 
made bv the German Government. The
